Long-time  French  Baptist  leader 
Andre  lhobois  reminded  the  volun¬ 
teers  that  French  Baptists  suffered 
greatly  under  extreme  persecution  in 
France  in  past  centuries.

History  is  being  made  as  Southern 
Baptists  messengers  gather  in  Dallas  June 
17  -19  for  the  140th  session  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC)  to  celebrate  the 
launch  of  the  North  American  Mission 
Board  (NAMB)  and  to  bid  farewell  to  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  the  Radio  and 
Television  Commission,  and  the 
Brotherhood  Commission. 

The  convention  will  also  hear  reports  con¬ 
cerning  name  changes  for  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  to  the  International  Mission 
Board  and  the  Christian  Life  Commission  to 
the  Ethics  and  Religious  Liberty 
Commission,  and  the  closing  of  several  other 
SBC  entities  such  as  the  Historical, 
Stewardship,  and  Educational  Commissions. 

These  actions  come  as  a  result  of  the 
Covenant  for  a  New  Century  restructuring 
proposal  passed  by  the  SBC  messengers  in 
1995  and  1996. 

The  meeting  of  America's  largest  evan¬ 
gelical  body  is  being  held  at  tne  Dallas 
Convention  Center. 

SBC  Registration  Secretary  Lee  Porter 
anticipates  about  15,000  messengers  will 
register.  The  1996  convention  in  New 
Orleans  registered  J3<706  messengers.

The  vote  comes  one  year  after  messen¬ 
gers  approved  a  resolution  threatening  to 
boycott  Disney  if  the  company  refuses  to 


change  its  increasingly  "anti-Christian  and 
anti-family  trend"  in  its  corporate  decisions. 

Another  possible  action  is  a  resolution 
related  to  the  translation  of  gender  in  the 
Bible.  In  a  recent  controversy  over  a  pro¬ 
posed  "gender-accurate"  version  of  the 
New  International  Version  (NIV),  several 
Southern  Baptist  leaders  spoke  out  strong¬ 
ly  against  the  new  translation. 

The  International  Bible  Society,  copy¬ 
right  holder  of  the  NIV,  announced  May  14 
that  the  plan  has  been  put  on  hold. 

Messengers  may  also  be  asked  to  speak 
by  resolution  to  tne  announced  organiza¬ 
tional  plans  for  NAMB. 

Some  NAMB  trustee  nominees  have 
expressed  concern  that  the  salary  scale  is 
excessive  and  that  the  proposed  organiza¬ 
tional  structure  consolidates  too  much 
power  in  too  few  hands. 

NAMB  trustees  will  officially  convene  for 
the  first  time  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  convention  on  June  19.

Charles  Fuller,  pastor  of  First 
Church,  Roanoke,  Va.,  and  a  for¬ 
mer  chair  of  the  SBC 
Committee,  will  be  nominated 
as  the  first  chairman  of  the 
trustees  for  NAMB.

Give  Faithfully  (66:13-14).

In 
these  verses  the  psalmist  rec¬ 
ognizes  the  deliverance  and 
provision  of  God.  As  a  result  of 
a  thankful  heart,  offerings  and 
sacrifices  are  promised  to  God. 
The  psalmist  fulfills  his 
promises.  God  expects  us  to  be 
faithful  in  fulfilling  our 


romises  as  well.  Because  God 
as  done  so  much  for  us,  we 
should  be  continuously  look¬ 
ing  for  ways  in  which  to  give 
back  to  God.  Our  hearts 
should  be  overflowing  with 
thanksgiving  motivating  us  to 
multiply  our  gifts  according  to 
the  deliverance  and  provision 
that  God  has  given  us.  We  can¬ 
not  out  give  God.  However, 
we  must  be  faithful  in  our  wor¬ 
ship  by  giving  enthusiastically 
ana  joyfully  to  God. 

Give  Generously  (66:15). 
Generous  is  a  relative  term. 
What  might  be  generous  for 
one  might  be  only  a  pittance  for 
another.
